_ Ten million voters in Egypt, Syria and Libya go to the polls today 
to approve a federation between the three countries aimed at working 
out a long-term strategy “to defeat Israel and Zionism,” according to 


Egyptian President Anwar Sadat, 

The nationwide plebiscite involves 
eltizeng over 18 in the three coun- 
tries whose total populations exceed 
40 xmifilion. 

The tripartite grouping, which 
Sudan ig scheduled to join later, is 
expected to receive overwhelming 
support from the voters, who were 
urged to put their marks in, on or 
near a red circle denoting “Yes” for 
the federation. A black circle de- 
notes “No.” . 


The plebiscite, nevertheless, is 
likely to reflect a certain degree of 
opposition in Egypt, vis-d-vis the 
federation, to Sadat’s regime. 


Over 700,000 Egyptians late last 
year voted against Sadat’s nomi- 
nation for the Presidency, and the 
federation fssue has already led to 
internal strike resulthig in a major 
political purge last May and an- 
other within the country’s lebour 
leadership this weelk. 


Apparently because of possible 
challenges, the plebiscite has been 
set for a Hmited time, between 7 
am. and 4 pm.

— U.S, Ambassa- 
dor Elisworth Bunker last night 
held ‘his second meeting in 24 hours 
with South Vietnamese President 
Nguyen Van Thieu in the Amer- 
ican envoy’s last-ditch effort to 
prevent ἃ one-man presidential 
election October 3.

‘YOU CAN'T STOP PROGRESS © 
BUT YOU MUST CONTROL IT”

“You must preserve as much 
naturalness as you can... your 
assets are the hill, the slopes, the 
green areas, the trees, the grass, 
the winding streets, the view, the 
skyline... what you city looks like 
hag an effect on your lives, on how 
you feel and how your children 
Brow up... it becomes a part of 
you... people who lve in a city 
must develop a sense of ownership 
and responsibility not'just for their 
own home and courtyard, but for 
the whole of their urban environ- 
Ment. Of course you can’t stop pro- 
gress, but you must control it for 
the long-run benefit of you own 
and coming generations.” 

This advice comes from New 
York City planning officiel Louis 
Wexler, who visited Israel for the 
first time and was captured by the 
looks of Haifa, but also “hurt by 
eBome of the planning practices” he 
observed, 

BUILDING JUTS OUT 

"I came by boat and saw the 
square hotel building jutting out 
from the skyline. Tt is a pity that 
this was permitted. You have fine 
assets that set your city apart from 
others. Why not keep this indl- 
viduality? The city may have a 

_ Short-term gain from putting the 
hotel just there where it now stands, 
But you sef a precedent and soon 
you will have more such high-rise 
buildings jutting out, Why should 
ἃ tourist come to see another city 
with these tall buildings which he 
has at home and sees everywhere? 
Don't put them where they are 80 
prominent.” 

Mr. Wexler holds a post that calls 
Zor practical skills: he ls New York 
City’s project development coordina- 
tor for its housing and development 
administration and is concerned 
with housing renewal, planning, co- 


ordinating between various services 
Hke water, gas, electricity, in the 
execution of construction work. “We 
have some 60 major projects going 
just now,” he says. Hach of these 
affect a population larger than the 
whole of Haifa. 


‘Let me give you an example οὗ 


what it means to preserve the in- 
dividual character of an urban 
neighbourhood. Somebody wanted to 
put up 8 tall aparbment building on 
‘Washington Park. All other build- 
ings there are very old three-storey 
buildings with a special old-time 


character. The local planning board - 


disapproved and the City adminis- 
tration accepted the negative re- 
commendation and the apartment 
house was vetoed. In Central Park 
there is a restaurant which needed 
more parking space. Even the Parks 
Commissioner approved its expan- 
sion which meant the end of a play- 
ground. The mothers were indig- 
mant and the puble outcry such 
that the permit for the expansion 
was withdrawn. Perhaps you too 
should have neighbourhood planning 
committees, part of its members are 
appointed and part elected by the 
reaidents.” 
WRITES AND TEACHES 

City planner Wexler also writes 
on and teaches his craft. He is a 
part-time professor at Fordham 
‘University (in New York City) and 
gives courses in “dynamica of wr- 
ban renewal and social organiza- 
tion.” Hearing him speak on the 
subject one reslizes that the U.S. is 
already combating the results of 
past mistakes which cities in Israel 
are still in the stage of committing. 

“Because of Halfa's great natural 
beauty it might be possible to pre- 
serve more of it by setting up 8 
committee of architects and town- 
planners to whom builders would 
firet submit a aketch of the houses 
they want to put up.

THE JEWS OF BELFAST 
and CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


LTHOUGH the Belfast riots are 
taking place in a part of the 
“city which is at some distance 
Y¥rom the areas where the city’s 
_1300 Jews live, the Jews have in- 
evitably been badly hit — Hke most 
‘inhabitants of the city — by the 
‘ecoriomic repercussions of the si- 
tuation. The community has never 
een much larger than its present 
‘size. Τὸ is a 100 years oid and next 
‘year will mark the centenary of 
. the opening of its first synagogue. 
’ ne can note in Ireland how 
‘Jews absorb the characteristics of 
their surroundings without becom- 
ing too profoundly assimilated or 
aborbed into their surroundings. 
“The Belfast community tends to re- 
flect much of the character of the 
Ulsterman hardworking, dour 
and somewhat dull and colourless. 
In the South, on the other hand, 
the colour and flamboyance of the 
southern Irishman did find a reflec- 
tion in its Jewish communities — 
at least during the first half of this 
century: since that time, Hire and 
its Jews both seem to have lost 
something of their former spark. 
In both North and South the Jews 
maintained a strong Jewish identity. 
‘There was no real active anti-Gem- 
itigm (Joyce in “Ulysses” quotes a 


well-known Irish joke: “Ireland was Ir 


the only country in Hurope which 
did mot persecute its Jews but that 
was because it didn’t let them in”).

In Ulster, only a smal] number of 
Jews live outside Belfast. The few 
families who once lived in London- 
derry have left. Jews have never 
played a role in Ulster’s politics.

lem. Jewish social amd communal 
Hfe centres around the Jewish In- 
stitute, opened in 1927. 

‘One of the momain efforts and 
achievements of the community was 
during the Nazi period. They ob- 
tained a considerable area of land 
along the coast at Millisle, not far 
from Belfast, and opened a farm 
for German refugees. The farm was 
one of the nrain training centres 
for the Bachad religious Zionist 
movement, but the original Bachad 
members were joined in 1940 by 
dozens of other German refugees 
who had been brought to Belfast 
under other auspices. The Northern 
freland government agreed that in- 
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stead of interning these latter, as 
was being done with all German re- 
fugees in Britain, they couki live 
on the farm under the auspices of 
the community. After the war, the 
refugees went their way. Many of 
the Bachad members settled in re- 
ligious kibbutzim in Israel; other 
refugees went to England amd else- 
where, but 2 few remained and were 
absorbed inte the Belfast community. 


The community today is third or i 


fourth generation. Many of the 
young people leave, which is why 
the numbers do not grow and even 
diminish, A generation ago, there 
was still a high percentage of mo- 
neylenders and “weekly payments” 
dealers in the community. Now the 
community includes some leading 
businessmen (shopowners and fac- 
tory oners) as well as a cross- 
section of professional people. A 
continuation of the tension will 
prabably lead more young people to 
took elsewhere for thelr future and 
the prospects point to a continuing 
dwindling of the community. 


Czech ‘shadows’ 
AS 


COUPLE of weeks ago was the 
third anniversary of the Soviet 
occupation of Czechoslovakia. On 
this occasion, the “Jewish Chronicle” 
published a report on the situation 
of Czech Jews headed “The shatows 


Tt reports a campaign ranging fram 
rigged political trials in which per- 
sons of Jewish descent are once 
more the principal defendants, to 
an intensified campaign against 
Jewish writers as the carriers of 
“bourgeols decadence.” Zt quotes 
8. comment from a Prague Radto 
broadcast of July 18th which con- 
cluded that Jewish authors were of 


to pubHsh works imbued with bour- 
geois nihjlism and Jewish Welt- 
Schmerz.” 

Many onslaughts on Jewish writers 
appear in the guise of anti-Zionist 
and anti-Israel attacks. Others are 
concerned to rewrite recent his- 
tory including the “discovery” that 
Thomas Masaryk was the son (legi- 
tinmate or illegitimate) of the Mo- 
ravian Jewish landowner, Joseph 
Redlich! ᾿ 

Religious instruction is now offi- 
cially abolished. While still last 
year regular minyamin were held 
at the Prague Almeuschul, this year 
religious services have been reduc- 
ed to Friday nights and Sabbath 
mornings. The community conti- 
nues to be without a rabbi both 
in Bohemia-Moravia and in Slova- 
kia (although some candidates for 
the rabbinate are said to be study- 
ing in Budapest and London). 


Voluntary act 


Other sources note that belonging 
to the Jewish community is today 
a voluntary act. A Jew can register 
with the communal headquarters 
and in return for a small contri- 
bution receives the monthly bulle- 
tin, can use the kashker canteen 
and obtain other benefits. About 
half of Prague's 2,000 Jews are 
registered members of the commu- 
nity. The others feel no sense of re- 
ligious or cultural identification. 
The age structure of the commu- 
nity is top-heavy with people over 
50 amd an almost complete absence 
of the 30-40 age group. 

Although the Czech government 
has spent considerable sums on Te- 
storing the Jewish sites of Prague 
(which are a major tourist attrac- 
tion), substantial Jewish property 
throughout the country has been se- 
questrated since 1948. Abandoned 
synagogues, Jewish meeting-halls 
and schools, hospitals, old-age 
homes and other welfare institutions 
with their buildings and sites formed 
part of that “hheirless - property” 
which could not be claimed under 
existing compensation legislation. 
Great sums which should have gone 
to the credit of the surviving Jew- 
ish communities and their institu- 
tlons both inside and outside of 
Czechoslovakia have been taken by 
the government. Jewish communal 
property off the beaten tourist 
track is, with few exceptions, on 
the verge of vanishing, Cemeteries 
are neglected and overgrown. Syna- 
gogues, such as the 16th-century 
building of Rozmberk and that of 
Pribam, have been dismantled, 

The offictlal Jewish community 
makes it a point to stay out of 
politics and to restrict itself to re- 
ligious affairs. Its safety ig the re- 
sult of the regime’s need to show 
that it is not anti-Semitic but only 
anti-Zionist.

POSTAL SERVICE 
AND RATE HIKE 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir,—I read with amazement that, 
due to the devaluation of the Israeli 
Pound, postal rates are now to be 
increased. 

Tn view of the fact that the postal 
service bas practically collapsed 
during the past year, it seemg in- 
credible that an increase could even 
fe contemplated. Post offices de- 
clared sanctions against the 
public — and after closing for some 
time at 8 pm. even closed at 
2 p.m, Telegrams do not reach their 
destination. ‘Air mail letters are 
forwarded by surface mail. There 
are rarely more than three mail 
deliveries a week due, apparently, to 
strikes in progress or the results 
of former strikes. Letters within 
Jerusalem take anything from three 
to 10 days to reach their destina- 
tion, etc. etc, In other words, the 
Post Office has ceased to be a 
service. Is that a time to increase 
postal rates?

Heavy damage in fire at 


chemicals store at Technion

.HATRA. — An explosion followed 


by a fire occurred In the refrige- 
‘ration-air-condi! room of the 
Technion’s chemistry faculty . at 
‘5.06 yesterday. morning. The fire 
brigade gained control over the fire 
within 45 minutes, but stayed for 
‘hours to -put out the smouldering 


. Celotex ceilings around the air-con- 


ditioning ducts in the immediate 
vicinity of the small room, on the 


. Tifth floor of the faculty. No one 


was hurt, but extensive damage was 
caused. 

Sabotage was ruled out In the 
preliminary investigation and last 
night it was thought probable that 
the explosion was caused by an 
electrical short circuit, possibly from 
@ fan inside the cold room, or less 
possibly by one of the chemicals 
stored in the room at low tempe- 
rature. Both the police and a 
Technion board of experts are in- 
vestigating the explosion. Σ 

All the chemicals stored in the 
room -were ruined by the fire. The 
room js hermetically sealed, to 
keep the temperature down, andthe 


heat generated by the Initial ex- 
Plosion and fire caused a series of 
additional blasts, blowing a hole 
in the heavy insulated door, and 
another in the exterior wall of the 
corridor, just outside the room. 
Professor Mordechai Folman, ac- 
ting dean of the faculty, told The 
Verusatem Post last night that some 
of the chemicals had been 
sive, and that some delays in the 
faculty’s experiments might be caus- 
ed by their loss. Other valuable 
materials destroyed were a large 
number of spectroscope films which 
are also stored at low temperature. 
The fire also caused damage to 
two expensive electronic instru- 
ments in a neighbouring room. 
Professor Folman said that it 
was too early to estimate the da- 
ma: but other sources told The 
Post that they estimated it at about 
1L150,000 tothe electrical, cooling 
and air-conditioning installations, ant 
perhaps another 11100,000 to the 
chemicals and acientific apparatus. 
The damage was restricted to 
the immediate vicinity, and did not 
disturb the rest of the large fa- 
culty building.

Fish price fixed

The newly-reduced cost of basic 


foodstuffs will be taken into ac- 
count when fixing prices with res- 
taurant- and cafe-owners this wesk, 
Dr. Moshe Mandelbaum, Controller 
of Prices, stated yesterday. 

No immediate price rise has been 
authorized for any industrial goods 
at all, he declared. To date 65 bran- 
ches and firms have asked for "ar- 
rangements,” that is, an undertak- 
ing to keep prices unchanged for 
ἃ stated period of time, and an 
approved price rise after that. ‘‘The 
stated period of time ranges from 
one month to five months,” Dr. 
Mandelbaum said, and the subse- 
quent price increase must be author- 
ized by the public Prices Review 
Board (headed Sy Mr. Simha Gaf- 
ni, head of the Kupat-Am Bank). 

More stable food prices are an- 
nounced in anticipation of the High 
Holidays. They include frozen fish 
and bakala. Imported pharmaccu- 
ticals will remain unchanged for 2 
or 2% months, after which their 
prices will rise — but not by 
more than 12 per cent; and local- 
ly-manufactured medicaments must 
not go up by more than five per 
cent at the outside. 

Fifteen branches and companies 
have put in for a price increase al- 
ready. They include cakes and pas- 
tries, biscuits and processed poul- 
try.

Trained in Libya 
for coup in Chad 


FORT LAMY (Reuter). 
National Radio yesterday peste 
an interview with a 20-year-old 
man who said he had been trained 
in Libya to set up a Moslem gov- 
ernment in Chad by force. 

The Radio said. Chad now had 
formal proof that Libya was in- 
volved in last Friday's attempted 
coup t President Francois 
Tombalbaye, and said the man, 
Abakar Nassour, deserted to the 
Chad Government a week ago. 

Chad broke off relations with 

Libya, with whom it shares a de- 
sert border, after the coup at- 
tempt. 
Nassour, born in the Borkou area 
480 kms. north-east of here, told 
how he and 165 others were trained 
in camps near Tripoli to return to 
Chad and work to install a Mos- 
lem- government in Fort Lamy.
